CHURCHILL ENDS “STRENUOUS” 


VISIT TO 


R. CHURCHILL, Mr. Eden 
+ and members of their party 
left Moscow yesterday. Before 
leaving the British Premier said:— 
“We have worked very hard here; 
we have been a council of work- 
men and soldiers.” 

Marshal Stalin was at the Mos- 
cow airport personally to bid good- 
bye to the British party. 

Mr. Churchill and Marshal Stalin 
became such close friends during 
the current talks, says Eddy 
Gilmore, A.P. War Correspondent, 
that the Prime Minister got round 
to smoking the Marshal’s strong 
Georgian cigarettes and Stalin took 
a couple of whiffs of one of the 
Prime Méinister’s pungent cigars. 
“Experts on tobacco say. ‘ That is 
a sign of real friendship!’ ” 

In a special statement the Premier 
said: ““T have now come ‘te the end 
of a most strenuous, and, at the 
samé time, most agreeable visit to 
Moscow. The génerous hospitality 
and cordial friendship with which 
we have been welcomed and sus- 
tained, has left me and my friend 
and colleague, the Foreign Secretary, 
Mr. Eden, with the most pleasant 
memories of those crowded and 
serious days. 


“I hope most earnestly, and, 
I believe, with deep conviction, 
that the warrior statesman at the 
head of Russia will lead the 
Russian peoples, all the peoples 
of Russia, through these years of 
storm and tempest into the sun-

The Executive’s report, just pub- 
lished, makes no reference to this 
controversy; and some _ delegates 
point out that their only way of 
raising the matter is to move the 
rejection of the entire report on the 
grounds that it is incomplete. 


SUSPENSION OF M.P. 


Should the motion to refer back 
be carried—and, with, the vote of 
the powerful Amalgamated Em 
gineering Union now, for the first 
time, cancelling out that of the 
Amalgamated Transport Union, 
this is by no means. an impossi- 
bility—this will mean not only a 
vote of no-confidence in the Execu- 
tive, but also the invalidation of all 
Executive decisions taken -during 
the past year. 

One of these has resulted in the 
suspension from the Labour Party 
until the annual conference of Mr.
